ENSION COMMISSIONER EVANS' 
retire- 


ment causes a renewal of discussion over his 


office and the administration of it. 
Evans was 


hounded from the time he was appointed. He has 
checked the raids on the'treasury through the pen- 
sion office, stopped some commissions and dashed 
some high hopes. He has been censured and criti- 
cized but he has hung on. Whether Roosevelt has 
yielded to the pressure that McKinley withstood 
and decided to accept his resignation, or means 
what he says, that he approves Evans' course and 
would appoint as his successor a man who will do 
as Evans done, remains to be seen in the course of 
the Kansas man who has lately been appointed. 


While Evans was able to check some of the 


raids on the treasury, he could not-control congress 
and private pension measures were rushed through 
at a great rate. This session has been very prolific 
of then. A pension solicitor in Washington sug- 
gest these lemedies forjhe situation in the pension 
bureau: 


"Place an able lawyer at the head of the pension 


bureau, one who wont spend his time fixing up po- 
litical machines in order to control his State 


Transfer the pension bureau from the interior 


department to the war department, where it natur- 
ally belongs. 


Make the head of the bureau permanent, so that 


he won't be a political shuttlecock to be changed 
every four years. 


Then shut do\\n on special acts—which are gen- 


erally put through by political pulls." 


The pension la\vs are liberal enough to insure 


every deserving man a pension in the regular way. 
The real offending on Evans' pait was that he hung 
up claims, that cases before his bureau w'ere not 
adjudicated as promptly as they should have been. 
In the case of special measures before congress, 
neither existing law nor the circumstances of the 
individual concerned were regarded. 
It has not 


been at all uncommon to remove charges of deser- 
tion against men that they might be granted .pen- 
sions. 


The president has sternly set his fact against 


such practices and has sent one vigorous veto mes- 
sage to congress on that subject. 
That a man cares 


nothing about a charge of desertion written against 
him on the army records, and makes no effort to 
have it removed until many years after when it 
stands in the way of securing a pension, is pretty 
good evidence that the charge was justified. 
Prob- 


ably the president will not interfere in cases of 
special pension bills ns Cleveland did, for it would 
be a tremendous task to consider them all, but he 
has shown a determination to help make the pen- 
sion roll, a roll of honor.

The duty on hides as on 
raw wool, instead of a protection to any American 
industry is the reverse, as it discourages manufac- 
ture and therefore reduces correspondingly the 
field of American labor.
